Among Turks Over the Invasions by 


Armed Bands of Armenians. 


Constantinople, May 16.—The Turk- 


ish authorities are disquieted at the 
recent appearance of bands of Arme- 
nian revolutionists, coming from Rus- 
sia, in the districts of Bayazid and 
Sasun, Armenia, and 
are 
adopting 


rigorous 
measures 
to 
guard 
the 


frontier. 
The Armenians 
cross 
in 


small parties in the neighborhood of 
Bayazid. and then thither make thoir 
way to Sasun mountains, where they 
are safe from pursuit. 
It is 
alleged 


here that tbe Russian authorities of 
Kars, Asiatic Russia, are aware of the 
movement of the Armenian revolution- 
ists, but that they do not interfere. 
It is believed that appearance of these 
bands indicates a revival of activity 
on the part of the old Armenian com- 
mittees, whs,- are understood 
to 
be 


anxious to be in a position to take ad- 
vantage of possible complications aris- 
ing from the Macedonian situation, in 
which case the claims of the Armeni- 
ans will be revived and the same ad- 
vantages gained by the Macedonians, 


from European intervention, vr..^ .ie 
demanded for Armenia. 


The Turkish government ims noti- 


fied the Bulgarian Exarch that Geras- 
simos. bishop of Strumitza, Macedo- 
nia, 
has been removed, and has invit- 


ed the Exarch to appoint bis succes- 
sor. 
The Exarch however refuses to 


recognize the authority of th« Turkish 
government to remove the bishop, and 
has advised Gerassimof?, who is prac- 
tically a prisoner in his own house, to 
remain firm. It is alleged that bishop 
Gerassimos is a supporter of the Mace- 
donian movement, but it is also stated 
that the charges are brought by the 
jealous Greek clergy. 


The prisons of Macedonia, ai-o over- 


flowing with Bulgarians, the Turkish 
authorities hoping 
to thereby 
para- 


lyze the action of the Macedonian com- 
mittees. It was announced today, that 
the Turkish troops entered Ipek. Al- 
hana, yesterday, and not Mar 8, as 
previously announced, after 
meeting 


with strong opposition.
